The Community Library bears little 
reseiifhlanoe to the cut-anil-ilried small- 
town public lihrary. In the first place 
the musty worm-eaten volumes charac- ! 
teristic'of many such place.-, are re- 
placed by the very latest in books. Inj 
the second place, there are many fea- j 
tares besides the mere circulation. j 

The Literature Department of the 
Club, under whose direction the Library j 
is carried on, has just completed a very j 
interesting series of Reading Circle i 
Meetings, at which Lytton Strachey's 
''Queen Victoria" was read. An ex- 
cellent collection of current magazines 
is maintained on the rending table in 
the Y. M. C. A. lobby, and a special 
lot of magazines is kept for the young- 
sters who are among the Libraries most 
enthusiastic patrons. 

The considerable local interest which 
is shown in subjects of Natural History 
is helped by the library, both by the 
possession of books on the subject, ned 
by the maintenance of a seasonal bulle- 
tin board of local birds. On this board 
are fastened pictures of all birds which 
may be expected to arrive during the 
month. A collection of nests of local 
birds is also being formed.

instinct must he satisfied in some way,

Hi elf." At first only those books were 
p'aceil there whose height made them 
inpossiblc to be stacked with the books 
.if shorter stature on the general- 
-helves, and accordingly the autu- 
jiaphed copy of ''The Americanization 
-'I Edward Bok " and ''The Mirrors of 
I'ouning Street," came to occupy on 
inroofed position by the side, of " Queen 
. ii-toria" and Well's ''Outlines of His- 
ory. ' There, too. was placed Chap- 
nan's "Bird Life" and TomJinson 's 
• London Kiver," and "the Top Shelf" 
was established. 

The literary exehisi veness of ^his 
.iroup was soon recognized, and in u 
-hurt 'lime there were many other claim- 
ants to this lofty position. Marcosson '.- 
"African Adventure" was one of these, 
and al.-o Donn Byrne's " Messer Marco 
I'olo," Morley's "Travels in Philadel- 
phia," Koldnson 's poems, and those of 
Joyce Kilmer, "Matthew's "Field 
Book of Wild Flowers." T. A. Daley's 
poems, and Hudson's "Traveller in 
Little Things." If any one has over 
looked 1hi« choice collection of litera- 
ture, let him ask to see ' ' The Top Shelf ' ' 
the very next time Ire enters the lib- 
rary. 

The i'uu'sl book of all, and a most 
.-harming addition to this select group 
is "The Practical Book of l'eriod Fur- 
niture." by Harold Kberlin and' Abbott 
MeClure. This valuable book generally 
eoiisidered to be the best in its field 
lias been given to the lihrary recently 
j by Mrs. Robert Xash. The book is 
beautifully bound and has ^50 illustra- 
tions, the text illustrations being from 
drawings by Abbott MeClure, while the 
full page ilustrations have been made 
from authentic examples of the periods 
to which the pieces belong. The foTe- 
word states that the book has been 
arranged "for ready reference to tell 
the read'er what he wished to know anil 
all that he needed to know in order to 
identify and classify any piece of period 
furniture." 

The Chronological Key illustrated by 
II) plates is perhaps the- most note- 
worthy part of the book, for here arc 
given the characteristic articles of 
furniture in the distinctive stylo of 
■ach successive period from the Jacob- 
ean and William and Mary, through the 
Hepplowhite anil Theraton, down to 
American furniture. Any one who has 
heard the call of the antique ever so 
faintly, and hesitates to discuss the 
subject beenu.se of his limited knowl- 
edge may, in a short while, with the 
aid of theso plates and the text which 
follows, find himself able to classify 
properly any article of furniture which 
he is likely to meet. 

Books, such as this one, and the other 
occupants of "The Top Shelf," arc for 
discriminating readers, and the library 
aims to keep such readers in mind when 
making new purchases; and whilo ack- 
nowledging with gratitude the gifts al- 
ready received, solicits, for the good 
of the community, which it hopes to 
serve, still further assistance.
